A Letter from Latty.
Editors Nkws-He- h ald : My subscrip-

tion for your paper has expired and you
will find money enclosed for which
please renew. It is hard to do without
your paper. Kegularly I get the news
from Marshall and Turkey and hear
h w things are prospering In Highland.

Latty is situated in Paulding county,
three miles south of the county-sea- t,

and at the junction of tho New York
Central and St. Louis C. V. J. railways.
The town has been buHt within four
years, and has a population of 400. We
have three stores, three saloons, one
restaurant, two hotels, and one stave
factory, employing seventy hands. The
latter produces about fifty cords of
staves per day, and the staves are
shipped to all parts of tho United
States.

Our postmistress is Mrs. Pittengcr, a
soldier's widow. Our town is incorpo-
rated and everything is quiet at present.
Such is not always the case, however.
April 3d, two men came here from a
neighboring town and got drunk, when
a row arose in which one man stabbed
tho other, with a butcher, knife. The
wounded man died a day afterward, and
the murderer was taken to Defiance to
dodge a mob that had congregated to
lynch him.

Every body is busy, ditching and
plowing for corn. Land here ranges in
price from $15 to $75 per acre. Our
crops look well. Climate, healthy, soil,
good, prospects, flattering. There are a
good many Highland county people
here, among them, William Bennett,
Edward Finegnn, Samuel StuJtz, V. V.
Pursell, John M. Williams, Elijah
Cumb, Henry Freesc, and W. W. and
F. L. Frump. All were raised in High-
land and most of them are doing well.
Seven of the liashoru brothers, from
near Loudon, are here. They are well
known in the southeastern part of your
county. Frank is county recorder, and
Thomas was surveyor, but his time has
expired. All the rest are successful
farmers.
